The Qnestion of Suitable Paving Ma- 
terial for Calhonn Street Is 
Stirring np a Big 
Fuss. 


Some of the property owners on Cal- 
honn street are np in arms and no mis- 
take abont it. 
The cocmoil, as will be 
seen by the proceeding printed 
else- 
where, came near adopting the asphalt 
pavement Tuesday night and some of 
the largest property owners on Calhoun 
street are positively stating they will 
enjoin, either the laying of asphalt. Til- 
ford 
or granite 
pavements 
on the 
ground that they are unsuited, too cost- 
ly and not demanded by the people who 
have to pay for them. 


The trouble seems to lurk in the fact 
that asphhalt is not durable or at all 
likely to wear long under heavy traffic. 
TbeTilford is nothing but a broken 
stone pavement, while the granite is so 
exorbitant in price as to menace the 
financial standing of the poorer proper- 
ty holders along Calhonn street. 
The 
present block pavement 
has served 
twelve years on Calhoun street and it 
costs bat $1 per square yard, while the 
Tilford costs $2, the asphalt $3 and the 
granite $5. 


Hon. Wm. Fleming. Bir. A. C. Trent- 
man and others are opposed to the ex- 
pensive pavements on the grounds first 
noted and Mr. Fleming is free to say 
that he will enjoin in the courts the lay- 
ing of paving material unsuited to this 


climate and imlikely to atand the heavy 
tralBo it will be subjected to on Calhoun 
aireet. 


The diflerent materials and their coat 
is thoroughly explained in the report of 
the street committee printed on the in- 
side pages and the votes of the oouncil- 
men are recorded further down in the 
proceedings. 


Mr. Warren, the asphalt agent, is in 
the city, and he is a hustler.

who arranged the oounoilmanic excur- 
sion to Washington, and taken altogether 
the pavement question is likely to be a 
fruitful theme for reporten.

"Did yon ever see a 'barrel house?' " 
said a certain keen eyed dei^tive a iew 
niglits ago. 
"Never?

know the meaning of a 'barrel house?* 
No? Come with me, then, if you care to 
find out " 


The detective led the way through a 
good many streets, down under the big 
bridge and along the docks to a part of 
Brooklyn that very few people except 
longshoremen and sailors know much 
about.

ables him to pa.ss off any kind of stuff for 
wiiisky. and that helps out his profits. 
Bc.side.s. it is the most economical way in 
the worhi to sell whisky.

time. 
Xow they can only get one swal- 
low before he jerks the tube away. 
Of 
course some of them have big mouths 
and can swallow a good deal at a time, 
but none of them can swallow a glassfuL 
He keep.«; no accounts, gives no one 
credit and does a nice, comfortable, in- 
expensive and mighty profitable business 
—and sells the worst liquor to be had on 
the continent." 


"Are there any more like him in Brook- 
lyn?" 


"Two or three. 
The one we just left 
is the worst. 
The others are rather bet- 
ter and one is fairly decent. 
There yon 
get with your whisky a sandwich or a 
bowl of soup. 
Three or four barrels are 
on tap there and chairs for the customers 
and other eonveniences. 
But they all 
dispense liijnor that would make a statue 
weep. 
I sui)pose that one barrel house 
will ivu'ii out more delirium tremens in a 
year tlian a dozen ordinary saloons. 
I 
have seen men who frequent them get- 
ting burned (jut by the horrible stuflf 
until tlioy have ended with the shivers." 
"How (h) they get their licenses?" 
The detective .shrugged his .shoulders. 
"Oh, sc»me of them fit up decent places 
and got licenses the first of the year and 
then tiirn over their elegant fixtures to 
someb(jdy else andtoove into a neighbor- 
ing cellar. 
Do they keep the excise law? 
You bet ihey do, for they know we're 
watching them all the time, and would 
be only too glatl to get a chance to break 
them up."—Brooklyn Eagle.
